County to 
consider ORV 
changes once 


per year

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has made an early New 
Year's resolution, vowing to hold an annual 
meeting to determine which roads can be 
opened or closed for ORV travel. 

In June, Crawford County’s ORV ordi- 
nance became effective, making it legal for 
ORV operators to ride on the shoulder of 
some designated roads in the county, while 
other roads were closed due to safety and 
environmental concerns. 

While the ordinance was under consider- 
ation, the Maple Forest Township Board 
opted to close all roads within the township 
boarders. Recently, the township board 
asked for a portion of Hartwick Pines Road 
within the township be opened so ORV nid- 
ers can travel to the Shady Acres Party 
Store for fuel, food and other items. A por- 
tion of Old U.S. 27 was also requested to be 
opened to allow ORVs to travel north 
toward Frederic and Otsego County. 
Finally, the township requested that 
Hartwick Pines road going south to Bobcat 
Trail be opened to connect traiiheads. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said county officials could change 
the ORV ordinance every time they get a 
Tequest, review the ordinance one time a 

year or rescind the ordinance and let town- 
ships adopt their own ORV ordiiances. 

Gevaty..Commissioner Mike Lange said 

he was in favor of having a comprehensive 
county ordinance and map instead of hav- 
ing the townships adopt individual ordi- 
nances, 

“That would be too much of a patch- 
work,” Lange said. : 

Commissioner Rick Anderson said he 
favored opening up all roads in the county 
24 hours a day, seven days a week through- 
out the entire year. 

The current Crawford County ordinance 
limits ORV travel between Nov. 15 to April 
1, to address conflicts with the firearm deer 
hunting season and the snowmobile season. 

Anderson said deer hunters should be 
allowed to use ORVs during the various 
hunting season. He also noted that Frederic

Judge vacates 


euthanasia order 


for pit bulls

46th Trial Court Judge Dennis F. Murphy 
spared a pair of pit bulls from euthanasia 
last week, but left the door open for two 
legal arguments on remand to Crawford 
County District Court. 

In his opinion issued on Monday, Oct. 5, 
Murphy vacated a euthanasia order that was 
issued by Crawford County District Court 
Judge Monte Burmeister on Nov. 26, 2008 
for pit bulls Shelby and Riley, who are 
owned by Dawn and Ken Minard. 

The court case stems from an incident 
that took place on July 18, 2008. James 
Vernon Gardiner, who lives near the 
Sherwood Forest Subdivision, was riding 
his mountain bike south from Pollack 
Bridge Road. Gardiner left the roadway at 
the intersection of Tomahawk Trail and 
Little John Avenue and turned to travel on a 
dirt trail, which runs parallel to the railroad 
tracks, Gardiner said the two dogs aggres- 
sively approached him barking. He sprayed 
a water bottle at the dogs,. put his bike in 
front of him as a shield and eventually 
fended them off with a stick as he backed 
into a yard of a nearby home before their 
owner called for the dogs. Gardiner said he 
was honestly afraid that he was going to be 
chewed up or bitten by the dogs and felt 
extremely fortunate that ne: was not hurt in 
the incident,

op the air terminal. The ter- 
minal will allow civilian 
pilots more ease in access- 
ing the airport and their air- 
planes in case the Grayling 
Army Airfield goes under a 
security lockdown. Civilian 
air traffic will also not inter- 
fere with military aircraft 
operations, 

Stan Prevost, a member of 
Crawford County Airport 
Board, said immediate goals 
for the air terminal would be 
to attract home-based pilots 
and promote the terminal to 
transient’ pilots Gnce lease 
agreements and insurance 
has. been’ finalized béiween 
county and military leaders. 

The Crawford County Air 
Terminal includes hanger 
buildings, a terminal build- 
ing, an aircraft parking ramp 
and a vehicle-parking ramp. 
Four hanger spaces will be 
reserved for home-based 
pilots, which will generate 
about $8,500 a year from 
leases and fuel sales. The 
four other hanger spaces 
will be made available to 
transient pilots who fly into 
Grayling for business, con- 
ferences or recreational out- 
ings. With the projection 
that two hangers will be 
leased for an average of 
four-day stays throughout 
the year, Prevost said the 
transient pilots would give 
the air terminal and local 
economy a $500,000 shot in 
the arm.

Continued from 1A 
businesses are benefiting 
from ORV related business 
while Grayling businesses 
have not seen the same 
financial benefit. 

“Every motel and hotel is 
suffering to beat the band in 
Grayling,” Anderson said. 
“Tf we put up 50 rooms, and 
filled them with ORVers that 
could go to and fro - that 
would help - but they can't 
do that.” 

A committee of Grayling 
City officials has been 
studying city streets that 
could be opened to ORV 
travel over the last few 
months. 

Compo said that each time 
a change to the ordinance is 
considered, a public notice 
needs to be issued, a public 
hearing must be held, fol- 
lowed by a 90-day period 
before the changes go into 
effect. 

“I don't have a dog in the 
race,’ Compo said on ‘the 
protocol the board wished to 


‘take to amend the ordinance. 


“I don't care what you do, 
but my recommendation 
would be that whatever you 
do.- you do it once a year as 
opposed to having it on your 


agenda every month. There | 


will always be somebody 
coming in wanting a road 
opened, wanting a road 
closed - wanting whatever.” 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield cautioned 
the county board against 
extending the ORV season. 
He said his office only 
receives a grant for ORV 
enforcement for the summer 
months, unlike funding for 
snowmobile enforcement, 
which is contingent on win- 
ter weather conditions. 

“When snow is here, my 
guy is on,” he said, “When 
the snow is gone, my guys is 
gone and he moves on to 
something else.” 

Wakefield added the 
extending the season would 
cause conflicts with. snow- 
mobiles and hunters and 
parking ORVs on snowmo- 
bile trails or state land, 
which is prohibited. 

“That's the problem, you 
guys want to do something 
really § wonderful for 
ORVers, but the state ‘is 
standing there saying - not 


on our turf,” Wakefield said. 


“Low and behold folks, how 
much turf do they own in 
Crawford County - 69.999 


percent.” 

Finally, Wakefield said 
that his office has been deal- 
ing with a number of ORV 
complaints for riding on a 
snowmobile trail, which 
runs parallel to Oak Road 
between Four Mile Road and 
Five Mile Road in Beaver 
Creek Township. Wakefield 
said he does not have the 
resources to deal with the 
complacent ORV operators 
since his deputies are han- 
dling criminal complaints. 

“The DNR should be 
hanging out on that bad boy 


- not me,” he said. “I don't 
have the funds or the 
resources.” 

County officials — will 
request recommended 


changes to the county ordi- 
nance from the townships by 
Dec. 15. The information 
will then be complied and 
sent to the Crawford County 
Road Commission Board for 
its review. The board will 
publish a public notice just 
after its organizational meet- 
ing held just after Jan. 1, 
2010. The public hearing 
will be held in January or 
February with the goal of 
having the ordinance and 
map changes finalized by 


April 1, 2010. 

Compo said that the town- 
ships could form their own 
ORV ordinances if they want 
to make periodic changes on 
opening and closing roads 
throughout the year. 

“If they want to change it 
intermittently, then iet them 
create their own ordinance 
and move forward,” Compo 
said, 

Wakefield said that town- 
ship officials would have to 
negotiate with the courts and 
prosecutor's office to enforce 
their own ordinances. He 
said his deputies are only 
mandated to enforce county 
and state laws. 

John Chad, a Grayling 
area ORV rider, said he is in 
favor of a broad study of 
roads that need to be opened 
for ORV travel if all county 
roads are not opened up. 
Chad said ORV operators 
still have to trailer their 
ORVs or travel through pro- 
hibited areas to access roads 
that are already opened for 
ORV travel. 

“The problem is everyone 
is missing the boat on this 
thing,’ Chad said. “Now 
they want to get in on the 
bandwagon.”

The Minards paid $275 in 
civil infraction fines for 
tickets issued by Crawford 
County Animal Control 
Officer Gail Foguth. 

It was not until Noy, 26, 


that the Minards were sum- . 


moned into court for a show 
cause hearing to determine 
why the dogs should not be 
considered dangerous and 
euthanized, 

Former Crawford County 


Assistant Prosecutor Dave 
‘Sabin’ represented the coun- 
ty. Foguth: testified | ‘at the 
hearing and testimony from’ 
Gardiner, an officer at Camp 


Grayling, was taken while 
he was serving in Iraq. 
Burmeister determined 
the dogs were dangerous 
animals. He ordered Foguth 
to seize the dogs and put 
them in the AuSable Valley 


Animal Shelter. The initial 
date to euthanize the ani- 


mals was set for Dec. 18. 
Burmeister was forced to 
issue a stay on the order to 
euthanize the pair of 
Staffordshire Terriers on 
Jan. 7, 2009, after the 
Minards hired Grayling 
attorney Miranda Bailey to 
appeal the case in Crawford 
County Circuit Court. 
Murphy issued his written 
opinion after oral arguments 
were heard on Sept. 11. 
Murphy said _ that 
Burmeister was correct in 


noting that a molestation of 
a person could be used to 
consider a dog dangerous 
and a bite or attack was not 
required. 

Murphy, however, ruled 
that the prosecution did not 
prove that that pit bulls had 
a high probability that they 
would cause serious injury 
or death in the future under 
the Dangerous Animal Act 
of 1988. Further, the judge 
noted that the Minards had 
not been, cited for previous 
conduct | for the , dogs in 


ss court. 


Finally, Murphy’ said that 
Burmeister's statement 
about the risk of the dogs 
was not being typical behav- 
ior for most dogs when they 
get out was not a finding of 
fact. 

Murphy remanded the 
case back to Crawford 
County District Court for 
further consideration. 

The first option to be con- 
sidered is allowing the dogs 
to be returned to the 
Minards with restrictions 
being placed on the owner- 
ship of the dogs. Bailey has 
previously presented evi- 
dence to the court that the 
dogs have been sterilized, 
the Minards have taken dog 
training classes and they 
have built a padlocked- 
fenced enclosure with a 
cement floor. 

The other option is to 


consider a dog destruction 
order in District Court, 
where additional testimony 
would have to be provided 
to prove that dogs pose a 
risk of causing serious 
injury or death in the future. 
If added testimony is heard, 
the discretion for the order 
would be in the hands of the 
District Court. 

Bailey said she was 
pleased with Murphy's rul- 
ing. 

“T think it’s an appropriate 
ruling,” she said. ae | think the 
initial; ord r of Judge 
Burmeister” s exceeded the 
circumstances in this inci- 
dent, especially due to the 
fact there was no bite.” 

The Minards and their 


supporters throughout the 


ordeal are awaiting the next 
step in the case, 

“They're anticipating their: 
return,” Bailey said ofthe 
dogs. “The Minards had a 
lot of community support, 
not just here, and that's 
always appreciated with a 
case like this.” 

The dogs are still being 
kept at.the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter. 
Complicating. matters is 
Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers served as an attomey 
for the Minards when the 
case first went to court. 
Because of the conflict of 
interest, Ayers can have

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MANY MICHIGAN citi- 
zens are at a loss as to why 
state government budget 
makers can’t seem to master 
the system of figuring out 
revenues and expenses every 
year. 

Here are a couple of rea- 
sons. 

Michigan’s budget year 
runs from October | through 
September 30 each year, 
which doesn’t make any 
sense at all. Only three other 
states begin their years on 
dates other than July i - 
Texas on September 1, 
Alabama (like Michigan) on 
October !, and New York on 
April 1, or April Fools Day. 

Most businesses operate 
on the calendar basis from 
January ] through 
December 31, or work ona 
July 1 through June 30 fiscal 
year. 

Most Michigan govern- 
ments do, too, and none 
begins in October. 

Our state fiscal year used 
to start in July, but back in 
the 1970s a 15 month year 
was created for one year to 
settle an immediate budget 
crisis, with no regard for the

new problems it created for 
the future. 

Michigan local school 
districts, public universities, 
cities and townships, all of 
which depend on revenue 
sharing payments from the 
state, all are in the dark on 
how much money they will 
have to run their own shows 
until well into their opera- 
tional years. 

The legislature probably 
could solve this timing 
problem, although the solu-

THE SECOND reason is 
easier to assess but more dif- 
ficult to solve. 

A politically divided state 
government - with 
Democrats in charge of part 
and Republicans in charge 
of another part — is not 
unusual in Michigan. In 
tecent years it has produced 
stalemate and intractability. 

The philosophical gulf is 
so wide, and the positions so 
firmly held, that compro- 
mise has been difficult and

in most areas, such as tax 
levels, impossible. 

A regular report to con- 
stituents from Sen. Buzz 
Thomas of Detroit, part of 
the Democratic leadership 
in the state senate, put this 
divide into prospective talk- 
ing of recent floor action on 
the budget. 

Sen. Thomas described 
“Senate Democrats’ princi- 
pled stand (against) drastic 
cuts to the state services 
Michigan residents hold 
most dear,” while “Senate 
Republicans — stubbornly 
stuck to forcing the passage 
of ... excessive and short- 
sighted cuts that would hurt 
our families and economic 
recovery.” 

Partisan hyperbole? Of 
course. But one party’s 
“principled stand” becomes 
another party’s “stubbornly 
stuck to forcing” adoption 
of some cuts in spending. 

Until the rhetoric can be 
toned down, and the ‘my- 
way-or-no-way’ attitude of 
party leaders — which gener- 
ally reflects a majority of 
party members who are 
being led — can be shifted 


and eliminated or accommo- 
dated, only then can operat- 
ing state government be a 
more reasoned and effective 
procedure. 

But the hard truth is that 
in most cases, the “princi- 
pled stands” and the “stub- 
bornly sticking” to a posi- 
tion accurately reflect the 
extreme posture of an ever 
more divided electorate both 
in Michigan and nationally.

TERM LIMITS — I have 
not included term limits for 
legislators as one of the rea- 
sons for continuing state 
budget stalemate, although 
many critics, especially 
within the Lansing capitol 
beltway, place heavy blame 
on them. 

I am a believer in term 
limits for elected officials. 1 
do not believe elected office 
at any level should be a 
career, and that a guaranteed 
infusion of new blood and 
varied experiences are good 
for the government process. 

However, Michigan’s 14- 
year maximum legislative 
terms — three two-year terms 
in the House, two four-year

If you see pink every- 
where you turn this month, 
here's why: October is cele- 
brated as National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month. 
It is a time when survivors, 
advocates, and health care 
organizations strive to raise 
awareness of the progress 
we're making together in 
fighting this disease — and 
how women can protect. 
themselves. 

Early detection is an 
approach that leads to an 
earlier diagnosis of breast, 
or other cancers than other- 
wise might have occurred. 

Mammography is one tool 
that helps in early detection 
of breast cancers - finding 
them when they are easier to 
treat and the chances of sur- 
vival are greater. The 
American Cancer Society 
(ACS) recommends yearly 
mammograms and clinical 
breast exams for women 40 
years and older. 

The ACS also recom- 
mends that all women 
should do self-breast exami- 


nation monthly, and to talk 
to their doctor about any 
changes in their breasts. 
That conversation could 
save a life. 

If you are putting off your 
mammogram because of the 
cost or lack of health insur- 
ance, there is a local pro- 
gram that may be able to 
help. The Breast and 
Cervical Cancer Control 
Program (BCCCP). It is a 
federal and state funded pro- 
gram available through the 
local office of District 
Health Department #10. 

The program offers FREE 
cancer screening including 
clinical breast exams, mam- 
mograms, pelvic exam & 
pap smear (cervical cancer 
testing), client education, 
and follow-up if results are 
abnormal for women who 
qualify. 

In 2001, the Medicaid 
Treatment Act was passed to 
provide treatment services 
for women enrolled in the 
program who are diagnosed 
with breast or cervical can- 


cer. For women diagnosed 
with cancer outside the 
BCCCP, health department 
staff will work with local 
physicians to try and qualify 
the woman in order to 
access the Medicaid 
Treatment Act. 

Breast and/or cervical 
cancer screenings are held 
monthly at the health depart- 
ment or women can be 
screened by their own health 
care provider if they choose 
to participate in the BCCCP 
program. 

You qualify for free can- 
cer screening services if: 

* You are age 40-64 

* You have limited or no 
insurance 

¢ Your income is limited, 
for example: 

! person in family, 
$26,000 or less after taxes 

2 people in family, 
$35,000 or less after taxes 

3 people in family, 
$44,000 or less after taxes

The Holy Father, Pope 
Benedict XVI, has named 
the Reverend Monsignor 
Bernard A. Hebda, 
Undersecretary of the 
Pontifical Council for the 
Interpretation of Legislative 
Texts at the Vatican, as the 
new Bishop for the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of 
Gaylord.

In 1984, 
Bishop-elect Hebda enrolled 
at St. Paul Seminary in 
Pittsburgh and pursued the

University. 

Bishop-elect Hebda was 
ordained a deacon on April 
6, 1989 at St. Peter's Basilica 
in Rome by Archbishop John 
Quinn, and was ordained to 
the priesthood by Bishop 
Donald W. Wuerl on July 1, 
1989 in St. Paul Cathedral in 
Pittsburgh. After his ordina- 
tion, he briefly served as 
Parochial Vicar Pro Tem at 
Purification of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary Parish in 
Elwood City, Pa, before 
returning to Rome to com- 
plete his licentiate in canon 
law, which he received in 
1990 from the Pontifical 
Gregorian University.
